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Meeting will 
address crossing 
guard issue 


Adult crossing 
guards may be 
solution

A meeting that will take 
place early in December may 
shed some light and direction 
on the issue of students cross¬ 
ing busy streets near the 
schools in Didsbury. 

With pressure from various 
fronts pushing for a long-term 
solution to make streets safe to 
cross near Didsbury schools, 
the item will be discussed at the 
RCMP building on Dec. 4 at 7 
p.m. 

Didsbury resident Dan Pe¬ 
ters who organized the meeting 
said something needs to be put 
in place sooner than later for 
the sake of local students. 

"I don't want to be doing 
something like this after a fu¬ 
neral for a kid, I think we need 
to be doing something about 
this now.” 

Peters said the possibility of 
setting up a school patrol that 
would include paid adults is a 
solution being looked at. He 
said that students holding their 
signs from the side of the road 
is not enough and that motor¬ 
ists can have trouble picking up 
a school patroller from a crowd 
of students. 

Peters also maintains that 
adults would bring a sense of 
authority to the intersections. 

Westglen's school patrol was 
disbanded earlier this year 
shortly after the Alberta Motor 
Association changed the rules 
about how patrollers were to 
control the intersections. 

Instead of walking into the

middle of the street to stop traf¬ 
fic. patrollers were supposed to 
stand on the sidewalk holding 
their signs out as students 
crossed the street. 

Westglen school adhered to 
the regulation changes but ex¬ 
perienced a dangerous incident 
every day for the first week of 
the new system. 

Principal Phil Corning was 
uncomfortable putting students 
at risk and disbanded the pa¬ 
trol. 

Many other entities have 
also expressed concern about

the way things are being run 
now and are trying to make im¬ 
provements. 

The Town of Didsbury is in¬ 
vestigating solutions and the 
Chinook's Edge School Division 
has also recently expressed con¬ 
cern with the new system at all 
of their schools. 

"We need to figure out a way 
to get this back up and running 
properly," said Peters. 

Peters said anyone interested 
in trying to implement a school 
patrol or anyone that has an 
idea about what needs to be 
done in regards to the issue 
should attend the meeting. 

"We should take action as a 
community to make sure our 
kids can get to school." said Ra¬ 
ters.

Private retirement residence 
expected in fall 2003

An assisted living retirement residence could 
arrive in Didsbury as soon as the fall of 2003. 

The Anchorage, a private seniors retirement 
residence, will take hold in the Zion Evangelical 
Missionary Church in Didsbury after the church 
members make the move to their new building 
on the east side of Didsbury. 

The initiative will likely include 33 rooms, 
after extensive renovations are done to the 
church. 

Neil Walker is the general contractor for the 
building. He said when completed the building 
will include dormitories where there are wide 
open spaces and the building will have new life. 

There has been a local fight for years to get a 
lodge in Didsbury to help alleviate long waiting 
lists in the area. The Aspen Ridge Lodge has 
been given the go-ahead and the Anchorage be¬ 
lieves that there is still room for what they are 
planning. 

Walker is clear the building is not a lodge. He 
describes the project as a hotel for seniors that 
are still quite active. 

He said seniors have all of the freedoms of 
living on their own but that housekeepers, meals 
and supervision is provided for them. 

Walkers favourite analogy about the idea of 
the building is comparing it to a cruise ship. He 


said like being on a cruise ship, different serv¬ 
ices are provided to it inhabitants. 

The building will feature spa rooms, reading 
rooms, lounges with big screen televisions, a din¬ 
ing hall, snack bar and family rooms. 

"We like using the cruise ship angle because 
what we are doing is trying to make this fun," 
said Walker. 

Walker is also very excited about the location 
of the building in town. 

He said residents will be able to walk to get 
their mail or a few groceries from the store if 
they wish. 

While the building will address a fairly spe¬ 
cific demographic and will be suited for those 
willing to pay for the lifestyle, it is expected that 
local waiting lists will be made smaller as local 
seniors embrace the idea. Residents will pay rent 
and will not own their suite like a condo. 

Walker said some people have negative con¬ 
notation about a private facility but he believes 
the building will address a need. 

"Because we are a private facility we are very 
sensitive to accusations about being only for the 
money. We want to offer a top-notch product and 
let the public decide." 

The renovations are expected to take seven 
to eight months to complete. When completed 
the project is expected to employ 12 to 13 peo¬ 
ple.

Didsbury RCMP Investigating Olds cruiser accident

RCMP collision analysts are inves¬ 
tigating a two-car collision involving 
an Olds RCMP officer. 

Three people, including Const. 
Adam Dell of the Olds RCMP detachment, 
received minor non-life-threatening injuries 
when Dell attempted to make a 
u-turn on Highway 2A, in pursuit of a 
speeder, and was hit by the car 
following behind him. 

A child, who was restrained by a 
childseat in the back seat of the other 
vehicle, did not sustain any injuries, 
said Cpl. Jeff Mercier of the Olds 
RCMP. 

The collision occurred at 10:30 
a.m., four miles south of Bowden. 
Mercier said the matter is currently 
under investigation and no charges 


have been laid. 

“It looked like Const. Dell was pull¬ 
ing a u-turn to go after a violator, (a 
speeder) and didn’t see the vehicle be¬ 
hind him and he was struck.” 
Dell is a new recruit and has only been 
a member of the RCMP for four 
months. 

Dell, the driver and a female pas¬ 
senger from the other car, all suffered 
separated shoulders from the colli¬ 
sion. Mercier said police have not de¬ 
termined fault in the accident, yet, as 
the colission is still under investiga¬ 
tion. 

He said, when a RCMP officer is 
involved in an accident standard pro¬ 
cedures call for an in depth investi¬ 
gation. Often another detachment will 
handle the investigation, in this case, 
Const. Morley Lippai of the Didsbury 


Unseasonal weather brings 
farmers back to the fields

Warm November weather is a bonus 
for farmers who could use all the help 
they can get this year, said Jay Byer, a 
cereal and oil seed specialist at the Ag- 
Info Centre. 

He said while most farmers had al¬ 
ready put the combines to bed, they are 
more than happy to get back into the 
fields. 

“This weather is definitely a bonus, 
farmers were hoping to be able to get 
this crop off but because of the October 
snowfall they didn't know if they would 
be able to,” he said. Byer is reporting 
the vast majority of canola crops are 
estimated as being fair, yielding between 
30 to 40 bushels an acre. In a good year 
crops average higher than 35 bushels. 

Cereal and forage crops are also re¬ 
ported to be reduced in production. In 
the case of forage crops, farmers were 
able to get off a second growth and even 


Detachment will be handling it. 

T,he investigation is expected to 
take a few months. 

“This doesn’t look good for the 
RCMP. It never looks good when a 
RCMP officer is involved in a motor 
vehicle accident, but it is business as 
usual, we carry on,” said Mercier. 

Dell is on medical leave, he is not 
being disciplined, said Mercier. “This 
was an accident.” 

“If we feel charges are to be laid 
we will send everything to the Attor¬ 
ney General’s office so they can re¬ 
view the file and recommend what is 
going to happen,” said Mercier add¬ 
ing, until the investigation is con¬ 
cluded police will not comment on who 
is at fault.

“The conditions were very abnormal 
this year,” said Byer.

The further you go east of High¬ 
way 2, the worse it gets.”

Chinook’s Edge students 
receive CPR training 


Instruction could save 
lives say organizers

For the first time, 120 dummies 
graduated into Chinook's Edge high 
schools last week. 

The highly specialized dummies are 
CPR mannequins and as a result of a 
partnership between Olds Kiwanis 
Club, the STARS Foundation, the Act 
Foundation and the Province, they 
could save your life someday as they 
will be used to train 800 Grade 10 stu¬ 
dents the art of CPR. 

In Nov. 2000, the Minister of Learn¬ 
ing. Hon. Dr. Lyle Oberg, announced 
that by the end of 2005, all Alberta 
youth will receive lifesaving CPR train¬ 
ing prior to their high school gradua¬ 


tion. On Nov. 20, the Chinook’s Edge 
program was unveiled at Olds High 
school. The initiative will result in 
800 Grade 10 students in 11 schools, 
which include Olds, Sundre, Didsbury, 
Innisfail, Bowden, Cremona and Hugh 
Sutherland schools, being empowered 
to save lives with CPR training. 

The four hour course will be taught 
to all Grade 10 students by their Phys 
Ed teachers. 

The Act High school CPR program 
teaches all youth the “4 Rs”, risk, 
recognize, react and resuscitation, of 
CPR. Students learn to be prepared to 
help a parent or grandparent should 
they experience a heart attack or 
cardiac arrest, a brother, sister or 
child they are babysitting should they 
choke, or a friend involved in a drown¬ 
ing emergency.

EDITORIAL 


In this edition of the Didsbury 
Review is a letter from a frus¬ 
trated County resident who has 
been contacted by Mountain 
View County administration be¬ 
cause a lack of a development 
permit for cats she raises and 
sells. The practice is more of a 
hobby than it is a business when 
looking at the number of cats 
sold compared to the cost of food 
and care costs for the animals. 
What bothered me initially is that 
the woman was contacted after 
an article and picture appeared 
in the Didsbury Review last month. When writing the article I 
never thought that it would lead to a phone call from the County 
and because I sought this woman out for my story I felt partly 
responsible for her plight. 

Recently an issue appeared before the County involving a 
drastic jump in the number of tickets issued with the addition 
of a second County constable. One councillor stood up and 
voiced concerns that he thought farmers might feel they were 
being picked on in a time where getting the crop off the field 
was crucial. Statements are made frequently in Council Cham¬ 
bers where councillors and the Reeve have expressed the im¬ 
portance of what is best for the constituents. And I believe 
they always have the best interests of the people they repre¬ 
sent at heart. That is why it surprises me that some County 
residents would be getting nickel-and-dimed for selling a few 
cats during a drought year. And that a phone call would be 
placed after an article was placed in the paper. 

The situation immediately made me think about the classi¬ 
fied ads placed in local newspapers that are placed about sell¬ 
ing a litter of purebred puppies. 

In a year where farmers have dealt with a drought, when 
the County is faced with the daunting task of convincing the 
public that millions need to be poured into the County build¬ 
ing, when roads in the west part of the County are scary and 
when some residents are going through the motions of want¬ 
ing to separate from Mountain View County it seems odd that 
time would be spent on trying to wrestle $200 from a woman 
that sells cats.

Prescription program will reduce costs

A chat with your doctor or pharmacist can 
help seniors manage the costs of their prescrip¬ 
tions. 

Seeking advice on your drug therapy from 
your doctor and pharmacist is just one of the 
options Alberta’s seniors have to help control 
the costs of their prescriptions and ease any fi¬ 
nancial burden especially when you must take a 
number of medications to address health con¬ 
cerns. 

According to Health Canada statistics, each 
year seniors fill approximately 33 prescriptions 
and on average take five to six medications at 
any given time for health problems. 

One of the cost control suggestions for medi¬ 
cations and for multiple prescriptions by Alberta 
Health and Wellness is for seniors to use generic 
drugs where possible. Generic versions of drugs 
are more affordable, and are often interchange¬ 
able, and as effective as the ‘brand name’ medi¬ 
cation they replace. 

Seniors in Alberta over the age of 65 also re¬ 
ceive assistance with prescription medication 
costs through the Alberta Blue Cross Coverage 
for Seniors program. Under this program, sen¬ 
iors are responsible for up to a maximum of $25 
per prescription or refill. Ordering 100 day sup¬ 
plies of medications for chronic conditions will 
lessen the cost of continually refilling a prescrip¬ 
tion. Seniors are also urged to finish their en¬ 
tire prescription and ensure they take medica¬ 
tions as directed by their physician or pharma¬ 
cist. 

A new voluntary program offered by Alberta 
Health and Wellness helps reduce costs, enhance 
drug therapy and prevent the wasting of drugs. 
The Prescription Checkpoint program is avail¬ 


able to seniors covered by drug plans sponsored 
by Alberta Health and Wellness including the 
Alberta Blue Cross Coverage for Seniors pro¬ 
gram. 

Prescription Checkpoint allows seniors to try 
a small amount of a drug that is new to them 
before receiving a larger quantity. If the drug is 
suitable to the participant’s needs, the remain¬ 
der of the prescription can be filled. Should the 
trial drug be unsuitable, the senior does not have 
to pay for the remainder of the prescription and 
other alternatives can be explored. 

More than 500 medications are part of the 
Prescription Checkpoint program. Further in¬ 
formation is available from your physician or 
pharmacist, or by contacting the Alberta Drug 
Utilization Program at (780)492-0110. 

In addition to cost, it is important for seniors 
to be aware of the health factors involved with 
medications and multiple prescriptions. The 
Pharmacists Association of Alberta has a number 
of helpful recommendations for seniors such as 
giving your pharmacist a complete list of all the 
medications you are on including prescription, 
over-the-counter, vitamins and herbal medicines. 

Other helpful tips include picking one phar¬ 
macy to deal with and giving them all of your 
prescriptions, telling your doctor how you feel 
after taking a medication and keeping a list in 
your wallet or purse of all of the medications 
you are taking. 

I encourage Alberta’s seniors to talk with 
their doctor and pharmacist at their next visit 
about options to help reduce the costs of their 
prescriptions and to ensure the drug therapy 
they are receiving is effective and working. One 
of the important roles of my ministry is ensur¬ 
ing seniors are aware of available programs and 
assistance and can get the information they need. 
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Cat owner wonders why she pays County taxes 


Dear Editor, 

It is with disappointment 
and disgust that I feel com¬ 
pelled to write this letter. As 
you are aware, about one 
month ago you published a 
wonderful article on my cats 
in your paper. 

Within a week, the County 
of Mtn. View planning de¬ 
partment had sent me a let¬ 
ter to inform me that I have 
to pay $200.00 + for a devel¬ 
opment permit. I called to dis¬ 
cuss this with them and was 
informed again that “that is 
the law”. 


I explained that I am a 
farmer and my cats are con¬ 
sidered livestock by the Fed¬ 
eral Gov’t. I also have a sepa¬ 
rate GST # and pay farm 
taxes, not unlike any other 
farmer in this county. 

“They” don’t care what 
the Federal Government does, 
I still have to buy a develop¬ 
ment permit. 

I am not developing any¬ 
thing and the buildings used 
to house my animals have 
been here since before we 
were. 

My cats do not run at large 


and are not a nuisance to any¬ 
one. They are no different to 
me than other farmer’s ani¬ 
mals are to them. 

We are farmers and have 
lived on and farmed this land 
for more than 35 years - we 
are not acreage owners who 
just moved in and decided to 
breed cats. This is my hobby 
and love of 7 yrs., which I will 
give up based on principle. 

I would just like to warn 
any other legitimate farmers 
not to dare become a breeder 
of animals which do not fall 
within the select group which

E.I. funds

Dear Editor, 

Auditor General Sheila 
Fraser recently exposed 
some of the financial ma¬ 
noeuvres that the Liberal 
government has been un¬ 
dertaking to give a stilted 
view of debt repayment. 
She also said that the gov¬ 
ernment has been feeding 
“misleading” information 
to Canadians regarding 
the surplus. Imagine, this 
Liberal government mis¬ 
leading Canada! 

On that note, the ap¬ 
proximately $40 million 
surplus in the employment 
insurance account is really 
not in the account 
anymore. 

It has - on the govern¬ 
ment’s accounting books 
anyway - been applied to the 
national debt. Therefore, 
when the government says 
that it has reduced the debt 
by so many dollars, this is 
not exactly the case, be¬ 
cause really it’s money 
from the El account that is 
being applied to a different 
account.

Since the time of Trudeau 
and his call for a "just society” 
(the charter of rights) and the 
National Energy Program 
(NEG) the west has “justly” 
felt out of touch with the Fed¬ 
eral Bureaucracy.

With good resources 
in the area (Hibernia and 
Church Hill Falls to mention a 
couple) they claim because of 
the status they have because of 
transfer payments their re¬ 
sources are only netting them 
20 cents on the dollar. The 


other 80 cents are going back 
to the Federal Government. 
They rightly say, “that isn’t 
fair!” 

There are now active Inde¬ 
pendence movements in every 
province including Ontario! 
Would this be happening if 
“confederation” — as is— “was 
a total success”? I don’t think 
so. Many of the threads of dis¬ 
content are being sewn to¬ 
gether for a head- on conflict 
with the Federal Liberals. 

I am with “Citizens for a 
Constitutional Common¬ 
wealth”. We are like so many 
other Canadians— disenfran¬ 
chised! All provinces in Confed¬ 
eration need, and are asking for 
a better deal. We are a grass¬ 
roots lobby that is advocating 
local solutions that will make 
a difference in Alberta. 

We are proposing initiative 
and legal steps to combat the 
continual intrusion and poor 
administration of an “out of 


control” Federal Government! 
We are advocating a constitu¬ 
tional assembly of Albertans to 
choose and ratify a constitu¬ 
tion for Alberta.

Elected representatives in 
Albertans would stand up and 
defend our sovereignty based 
upon our constitution. We will 
not allow the CCRA to collect 
taxes within our borders. We 
will not allow the RCMP to en¬ 
force any laws within our bor¬ 
ders. We will not be subject to 
any treaties Ottawa makes that 
would violate our constitution. 
We have worked out a plan to 
abolish the income tax system.

win in the end,” said Phyllis. 

The couple were denied visitation 
rights in a Feb. 9, 2001 decision be¬ 
cause the judge thought it would com¬ 
plicate the boy’s life. Even though 
the judge acknowledged that it would 
be a real loss for the grandchild not 
to be able to see his grandparents, 
visitation was denied because "the 
child's day to day life before and after 
any court ordered visits with grand¬ 
parents would be made too difficult by 
mother (and husband)." 

Instead, the judge encouraged the 
grandparents to look in their own 
hearts and asked them to step away 
from the situation. 

"The problem with the judges is 
that each one of them is too scared to 
establish a precedent," said Marcel, 
still bitter about the initial decision. 

The Proulxs wanted to appeal the 
decision but it took more than a year 


for the couple to receive the tran¬ 
scripts of the trial, which left them 
even more angry. 

Once they got the paper work they 
submitted the appeal and shortly af¬ 
ter the mother decided to grant the 
couple time with the child. 

The couple said it wasn't the court 
process they found frustrating. Con¬ 
tacting local politicians didn't help 
and they were usually just passed on 
to someone else. 

But now the Proulxs are focusing 
on the future and have enjoyed the 
initial visits from the grandson. 

"What was so neat was that we 
thought there would be some strange¬ 
ness. But he was only afraid that our 
dogs wouldn't recognize him,” said 
Phyllis. 

"It was great that we were able to 
pick up right where we left off."

Guys 
know I have him 
now and the hope 
is I will be able to 
sell heifers from 
him like a purebred 
cattle business."

closely monitored as they get 
older. As yearlings they will 
be dummy-bucked and video¬ 
taped. Dummy-bucking is 
putting a bull rope on the 
animal and then running 


them through the chute. 

If a bull is showing prom¬ 
ise as bucking stock they can 
be entered into futurity com¬ 
petitions in the states. As 
two-year olds many bulls are 
entered into a competition 
where they throw a dummy. 
The bull will buck for a cer¬ 
tain amount of time and the 
dummy is released from the 
animal by remote control. 

The bulls that show prom¬ 
ise will be kept by Shields and 
will be brought to rodeos. Not 
every bull will end up having 
what it takes so they are scru¬ 
tinized consistently. 

But breeding from good 
lines will help up the percent¬ 
age, said Shields. 

"Skat Kat was a small 
bucking bull that was known 
for having a lot of heart. That 
bull had it. It's just like any 
type of athlete. “And heart is 
what Skatahooche had," he 
said. 

Skatahooche was pur¬ 
chased from Lome and Kelly 
High from Elnora, a couple 


that Shields has a high regard 
for. 

"They are the ones that 
helped me get into the busi¬ 
ness, and it isn't an easy busi¬ 
ness to get in to. They have 
done a lot for us. "It will take 
three or four years before 
Shields knows if he is getting 
a good cross between 
Skatahooche and his cows. 

But he believes that his 
odds of creating the stock he 
wants to bring to rodeos is 
greatly increased with his 
new acquisition. 

"I think its important to 
keep track of the lineage," 
said Shields about the initia¬ 
tive that started in the states 
to keep track of bloodlines 
moving its way into Canada. 

Right now Shields has five 
bulls that he sends to rodeos. 
Eventually he would like to 
have 12 bucking bulls. 

But the ultimate goal is to 
have a couple bulls make an 
NFR or Professional Cana¬ 
dian Bullriders final each 
year.

Williamson lies down call roping championship BMX riders

Madden calf roper. Cliff Williamson, tied down his fourth Ca¬ 
nadian Professional Rodeo Association calf roping champion¬ 
ship at the 2002 Canadian Finals Rodeo held at Edmonton's Sky 
Reach Centre from Nov.6-11. 

Williamson finished the five go-around rodeo with 150 points 
and earned $220,109 for his efforts. It was his 23rd consecutive 
appearance at the CFR and set a new Finals Rodeo record. Be¬ 
sides appearing at the CFR on a consistent basis, Williamson has 
nodded his head nine times at the National Finals Rodeo held 
annually in December at Las Vegas, Nevada. Although he has 
never won a World calf roping championship he has finished 
within the top five in yearly standings several times. 

With the $20,000 won at this year's CFR, Williamson has pock¬ 
eted just over $135,000. His lightning quick lasoo has earned 
him over $500,000 while participating at various rodeos through¬ 
out Canada. He has been a regular participant at the Calgary 
Stampede and won the $50,000 purse in 1999. He made an impact 
in his first year on the Canadian pro circuit by capturing the 
Rookie of The Year in 1980. 

Consort's BJ ZeifTle, placed second in the calf roping at the 
CFR with 130 poins. Finishing in third place. 40 points behind 
Williamson was Dale Sckocdopole, of Big Valley, AB. with 110 
points. 

In the saddle bronc riding competition. Rod Hay, of Wildwood. 
AB. tucked $23,171 in his Wrangler jeans to ride off with the 
championship accumulating 170 championship points. Hay fin¬ 
ished ahead of Rod Warren, of Valleyview, AB. with 135 points 
and Glen O'Neill, of Didsbury, with 120 points. 

Davey Shields, of Bashaw, AB won the bareback competition 


with 205 championship points and $28,962 in earnings. Robert 
Bowers, of Brooks, AB., the Canadian high point champion, placed 
second with 125 points. Four-time Canadian champion. Bill Boyd, 
of Olds, failed to defend his 2001 championship and was not in 
contention during the rodeo this year. 

Justin Volz of, Charlie Lake, B.C. captured the bull riding event 
with 516 points and earnings of $27,135. Riding into second place 
was Big Valley's Kelly Armstrong finishing with 487 points. The 
only other bull rider to chalk up points was Robert bowers with 
343 points. 

Veteran bull dogger, David Gibson of, Hardisty AB., won the 
steer wrestling event with 110 points and $15,135 in earnings. 
Lee Graves, a six-time Canadian champion finished in second 
with 105 points. 

Cowley barrel racer, Carol Barr, won the ladies barrel racing 
event with 200 championship points worth $27,197. Debbie 
Regner, of Okotoks, AB placed second with 170 championship 
points. 

Riley Harvie won the novice saddle bronc competition and 
clayton Bunney won the novice bareback competition. 

In December O'Neill along with Rod Hay, Denny Hay and War¬ 
ren, will be heading to Las Vegas to participate in the National 
finals Rodeo. O'Neill has won over $140,000 on the Professional 
Rodeo Cowboys' Association tour this year and has a good chance 
at capturing his first World championship. Last year O’Neill 
placed second at the NFR. 

After taking time off for the Christmas holidays, the cowboys 
will be riding to various rodeos in the United States to start the 
2003 PRCA circuit. 

The first rodeos in Canada on the CPRA circuit will be in March 
with rodeos scheduled in Medicine Hat, Camrose and Calgary.

Alberta pioneer

Herman Dorin believes his mother- 
in-law Kathrine Campbell will be best 
remembered for being an active per¬ 
son, even after her 100th birthday. 

Campbell, who rode her horse at 
100 years old last year in the Dids- 
bury parade, and walked a kilometre 
every day the weather permitted, died 
earlier this month. 

"I think people will remember her 
for how active she was - whether they 
saw her on the side of the road with 
her walker or riding her horse," said 
Dorin, adding that he received a call 
from a person he didn't know after 
Kathrine's death expressing condo¬ 
lences and stating that she would be 
missed in next year's parade. 

Dorin said Kathrine grew up on a 
horse, starting to ride when she was 
just three years old. She was an ac¬ 
tive youth and liked to help out 
around the farm. She participated in 
numerous cattle drives in Cresent 
Heights with her brothers Dave and 
Don Malloch of Airdrie, often cross¬ 
ing centre street bridge on the way to 
the Calgary Stockyards. 

Dorin said she was a pioneer 
cowgirl, not of the rodeo variety, but 


the working kind. 

She had many stories to tell about 
a long horn cow bringing down a line 
full of clothes that had been put out 
to dry. Dorin said her memory was per¬ 
fect right to the end. 

Kathrine was born in Kansas and 
moved to a ranch near Airdrie. As a 
teenager she helped nurse those who 
caught the flu epidemic back to health. 

At 20 years old she married Cecil 
Campbell of Speers, Saskatchewan - 
a WWI vet. They had three children 
and set up a farm at Vermilion. 

The couple later divorced and 
Campbell moved to Calgary with her 
children and took a job in the kitchen 
of the Calgary General Hospital 
where she stayed for more than 24 
years. Her daughter Fern also trained 
as a nurse. 

After retiring from the farm, 
Kathrine's parents lived with her and 
the modest home became the centre

- Herman Dorin, 
son in law 
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of the extended family and was used 
in gatherings of friends and family. 

Kathrine's parents Will and Sadie 
died in the home in the late 1940s. 

Kathrine lived in Calgary until she 
was 95 years old and then moved to 
Didsbury to live with Herman and his 
wife, her daughter, Shirley. 

She was known for participating in 
the parade and walking in the South 
part of town with her walker. 

"She never wanted to go to a home 
or end up in a wheel chair and she 
never did. 

"She was a complete person," said 
Dorin. "She wasn't a sophisticated per¬ 
son but she was always content with 
herself. She was a person who always 
had a positive outlook on life." 

Dorin said the family will always 
have Kathrine's stories which he has 
recorded on audio and video tapes. He 
said some of the tapes are now in the 
possession of the Airdrie Historical 
Society but that the family still has 
their share as well.

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At The 
Kitchen 
Table

It rained last night and although the date is November 
22, when you step out onto the deck you are almost fooled 
into thinking it’s Spring. It smells right, fresh and clean, 
the garden has been worked so it looks ready for planting 
and the lawn is greening up. Ten days ago I was upset 
and depressed because there was every sign that winter 
had settled in and icy roads would be with us for the next 
six months. Our lane was a luge run and in the yards and 
fields every tractor track was so slippery that walking 
anywhere was a challenge. Today puddles of rain water 
stand where snowdrifts were piled and the lane is almost 
dry enough that I can take my daily walk in runners. 

We sorted cattle and shipped the calves last week and 
the corrals were a parfait of churned up snow and dirt. 
All over the country swathes lay under a blanket of snow 
and harvest plans seemed pretty hopeless. This week tem¬ 
peratures climbed into the mid teens and last night when 
we drove home from Calgary, swathers, balers and com¬ 
bines were everywhere. We saw augers set up under yard 
lights and in one farm yard there were lit Christmas trees 
on one side of the fence and a combine running on the 
other. 

Combining in November is not a great idea but it’s not 
that uncommon either. My husbands birthday is Novem¬ 
ber 10 and one year we were about to cut the Birthday 
Cake when a neighbor called to ask if Ralph could come 
help combine because the barley was dry. Old timers tell 
about combining at Christmas and getting decent grain 
so we can hope that farmers in our area are getting some¬ 
thing for their efforts. 

Combining at Christmas is preferable to trying to har¬ 
vest in the Spring. My husband says that combining in 
the Spring is an exercise in frustration. By that time the 
crop is in really poor shape, dirty and full of mouse nests 
and droppings. In 1951 Dad Olson had a big heavy 
crop that was snowed under. He had a small tractor and 
a small pull type combine and in the Spring they began 
trying to get some of the grain by working on the knolls 
as they dried. The low spots remained wet enough that 
they could easily get stuck so whoever was on the tractor 
always carried a chain so that he could unhitch, hope¬ 
fully get the tractor free and then attach the chain to the 
combine and pull it out. Local farmers did get some grain 
and the elevator took it but probably shouldn’t have it 
sat there unsold for a long time. 

We took over the family farm in 1962 and soon after we 
had a cold wet fall with so many wet spots in the fields 
that we couldn’t get on them until the ground froze. Ralph 
would go out early in the morning while there was still 
enough frost to firm the field, but that much frost also 
made it almost impossible to start the old self propelled 
combine. There was no 4W drive, and no cab on the com¬ 
bine, so he was in constant fear of getting stuck and even 
though he wore every coat he owned he was still dirty 
and cold. The earth under the swath would stay frozen 
longer that the exposed stubble so it wasn’t long until 
the wheels of the combine were sloshing in mud and slop 
and of course he would get stuck. I was then delegated to 
drive the tractor to pull him out and I did it 
with such fear that the thing would topple over and kill 
him, that I mentally composed his obituary every time. 

Ralph was a kid in the 40s and 50s and he remembers 
threshing in the snow. Wading in snow to your knees, 
loosening the frozen stooks with a scoop shovel and 
throwing them into the wagon to be hauled to the thresh 
machine. A kind of interesting challenge when you are a 
kid but I don’t suppose his Dad was that amused. 

We have decent machinery now and less land than in 
our younger days so our crop is all in and even though it 
was not a great crop it’s a nice feeling to be finished. Very 
best of luck to all those who are still fighting the ele¬ 
ments. I hope you can think of it as an interesting chal¬ 
lenge.

Eventually and with much ef¬ 
fort, they manage to lift it 15 feet in the air, but great 
danger suddenly looms. The kite dives toward electrical 
lines and twirls near trees. It is a scary moment. 

Will they ever get it safely on its way? Then, unexpect¬ 
edly, a gust of wind catches the kite and it sails upward. 
Mom and Dad feed out line as rapidly as they can. The 
kite begins pulling the string, making it difficult to hold 
on. Inevitably, they reach the end of their line. What 
should they do now? 

The kite is demanding more freedom. It wants to go 
higher. Dad stands on his tiptoes and raises his hand to 
accommodate the tug. It is now grasped tenuously be¬ 
tween his index finger and thumb, held upward toward 
the sky. 

Then the moment of release comes. The string slips 
through his fingers, and the kite soars majestically into 
God’s beautiful sky. Mom and Dad stand gazing at their 
precious “baby” who is now gleaming in the sun, a mere 
pinpoint of color on the horizon. They are proud of what 
they’ve done — but sad to realize that their job is fin¬ 
ished. It was a labor of love. But where did the years go? 
That is where you are today — standing on tiptoes and 
stretching toward the sky with the end of the string 
clutched between your fingers. It’s time to let go. 

And when you do, you’ll find that a new relationship 
will be born. Your parenting job is almost over. In its 
place will come a friendship that will have its own re¬ 
wards. Remember: The kite is going to break free, one 
way or the other. It’s best that you release it when the 
time is right! 

QUESTION: If beauty is the most important attribute 
in determining personal worth in this culture, what is in 
second place? 

DR. DOBSON: It is intelligence as expressed in scho¬ 
lastic aptitude. When the birth of a first born child is 
imminent, his parents pray that he will be normal ... that 
he is, “average.” 

But from that moment on, average will not be good 
enough. Their child must excel. He must succeed. He must 
triumph. He must be the first of his age to walk or talk 
or ride a tricycle. He must earn a stunning report card 
and amaze his teachers with his wit and wisdom. 

He must do well in Little League, and later he must be 
a track star or first-chair trombone or the valedictorian. 
His sister must be a cheerleader or the senior class presi¬ 
dent or the soloist or the best pupil in her advanced place¬ 
ment class. 

Throughout the formative years of childhood, parents 
give their kids the same message day after day: “We’re 
counting on you to do something fantastic. Now don’t 
disappoint us!” 

The hopes, dreams and ambitions of an entire family 
sometimes rest on the shoulders of an immature child. 
And in this atmosphere of fierce competition, the parent 
who produces an intellectually gifted child is clearly hold¬ 
ing the winning sweepstakes ticket. 

Unfortunately, exceptional children are just that — ex¬ 
ceptions. Seldom does a 5-year-old memorize the King 
•James Version of the Bible, or play chess blindfolded, or 
compose symphonies in the Mozart manner. To the con¬ 
trary, the vast majority of our children are not dazzlingly 
brilliant, extremely witty, highly coordinated, tremen¬ 
dously talented or universally popular! 

They are just plain kids with oversized needs to be loved 
and accepted as they are. 

Thus, the stage is set for unrealistic pressure on the 
younger generation and considerable disappointment for 
their parents.

ML A Column, Marz expecting less in health transfers

The government’s proven 
track record of fiscal responsi¬ 
bility has once again produced 
positive results. The Second 
Quarter Fiscal Update for 2002- 
2003, released November 20 bv 
Finance Minister Pat Nelson, is 
proof that we've been able to bal¬ 
ance the needs of Albertans 
while staying the course in our 
current budget cycle. Our pru¬ 
dent fiscal management enabled 
the government to weather a 
decline in investment income 
and federal health and social 
transfer payments and still help 
Albertans impacted by devastat¬ 
ing drought, forest fires and 
floods. While the Government 
of Alberta forecast a surplus in 
its Second Quarter Fiscal Up¬ 
date, disaster assistance in the 
first quarter combined with a 
decline in federal transfers and 
investment income have re¬ 
duced the economic cushion to 
$199 million. That’s $525 mil-

lion lower than was estimated 
in Budget 2002. The forecast for 
investment income is now $1.4 
billion less than the budget fore¬ 
cast. An additional $90 million 
was pumped into forest fire 
fighting costs and the govern¬ 
ment is forecasting an estimated 
$252 million less in health and 
social transfers from Ottawa. 

On a more positive note, we 
expect to see strong growth in 
non-renewable resource and cor¬ 
porate income tax revenue. The 
second quarter forecast for en¬ 
ergy revenue increased to $5 bil¬ 


lion, almost $1.3 billion higher 
than the budget estimate. Oil 
prices are expected to average 
$26.25 US per barrel, $6.25 
higher than budgeted. Natural 
gas prices are now expected to 
average $3.65 Cdn per thousand 
cubic feet, up 65 cents from 
budget. Corporate income tax 
revenue is forecast at $2.25 bil¬ 
lion or $700 million higher than 
the budget estimate. 

The revised forecast also 
means that the contingency re¬ 
serve for in-year initiatives has 
been exhausted. First quarter

Protecting caribou habitat in 
Alberta's boreal forest 


Fishing for answers 


WOODLAND CARIBOU, THE SHY ANIMALS 
of the boreal forest that Aboriginal people once 
called “prey ghosts," are pettinp a helpinp hand from 
the oil and natural pas industry. 


A $1.6 million study to better understand caribou 
has revealed that the access roads and seismic lines 
required for development change the caribou’s travel 
patterns, making it easier for predators to kill them. 
Such science-based knowledge is important because 
caribou are on Alberta’s threatened species list. 


With new funding — provided by industry’s 
Environmental Research Advisory Council, rhe 
West Central Producers Group, forestry companies, 
government, and the University of Alberta — 
old seismic lines are being reforested to resemble 
original caribou habitat. 


Sarah Boyle, an environmental advisor with 
Devon Canada, an oil and pas company, says it will 
likely take from three to five years to assess the 
effectiveness of the pilot project. “It revepetation 
and reforestation of unused seismic lines can be 
shown to have a positive effect on the recovery of 
caribou populations, this project may well serve as a 
new model for all of industry to follow.” In the 
meantime, companies are moving to the use of far 
narrower seismic lines to greatly reduce any 
disturbed area. 


Understanding the needs of the caribou and 
protecting their habitat is one example of industry’s 
efforts to respect the environment while meeting the 
demand tor oil, pas and forest products.

“CEMA is about bringing everyone together to work 
collaboratively toward a clean and safe environment," 
says Dan Smith, CEMA Vice-President and member 
of the Fort McMurray Environmental Association. 
"We want to assure residents of northeastern Alberta 
that a high quality environment will be maintained 
in the region, despite increased industrial development. 
Everyone in the region has an interest in making 
sure the air is safe to breathe, the water is safe to 
drink, and the fish are safe to eat."

Industry continues 
to surpass gas 
flaring targets 


ALBERTA’S SKIES ARE DARKER AT NIGHT 
and the air is cleaner because the oil and natural 
gas industry continues to reduce solution gas 
flaring at a record pace. 

In 1997, the Canadian Association of Petroleum 
Producers (CAPP) worked with the Clean Air 
Strategic Alliance (CASA) to evaluate solution 
gas flaring with the goal of determining effective 
ways to reduce flaring. CASA is an independent, 
non-profit organization that includes 
environmental, government, industry and 
health representatives from across Alberta. 

By consensus, CASA stakeholders agreed to a 
voluntary approach with annual targets supported 
by regulatory requirements. 

Between 1996 and 2001, province-wide flaring 
dropped by 51 per cent, more than double the 
reduction target. 

Progress like this shows the value of CASA’s 
consensus-based approach. Tom Marr-Laing, 
Director of the Energy Watch Program of the 
Pembina Institute tor Appropriate Development 
and a vice-president of CASA, calls it “reasoned 
debate involving a mutual interest in finding 
solutions by all sides." 

He says, “A process like this is not quick, but the 
high level of commitment of everyone around 
the table makes success possible. As a result, 
tremendous progress has been achieved and 
Albertans should anticipate further reductions 
as industry turns its attention to the 
remaining flares.”
